On December 16, 1968, we wrote all agency records management officers 
concerning the lack of knowledge about a number of recording media used 
for communication, which led NARS to request the National Bureau of 
Standards to undertake the necessary studies. At that time we needed 
$20,000 from Federal agencies to help get the work underway. 

The agencies gave generously, which was appreciated, but we again need 
your assistance for Fiscal Year 1971. The cost of the total program 
in '71 is $60,000. NARS is contributing one-third, while another 
one-third comes from industry through the Society of American Archivists. 
We hope the various Federal agencies can again provide the additional 
$ 20 , 000 . 


Copies of the NBS reports, which are excellent, have been sent to 
supporters of this program, and James Gear of our organization has been 
available to answer any questions about the reports. 


Within 2 months we will have available from NBS interim specifications 
for manifold papers. As you know, the bulk of the copies going into 
agency files are manifold copies. In addition, NBS will provide --hopefully 
this fiscal year- -interim specifications for writing paper and file folders. 


We hope this project seems worthwhile to the archival and records activities 
of the nation, and that it warrants your continued funding support. We 
will be in touch with you personally soon.
